When asked: “This order settles the 
question of the goyernorship, you say, 
beyond a question. How doesit affect 
that ot the jegislature ?” Gov. Hampton 
replied, “This question hag already 
been decided by the state authorities. 
The legislature is the body that decides 
who is elected governor and lieutenant 
governor, The courts have already 
decided as to the legislature. The 
supreme court in (full bench 
has decided that Chamberlain’s legisla- 
ture was illegally called together and 
it never had a proper quorum, There 
never has been any dispute over the 
senate. The house alone has been the 
subject of controversy. All of the lower 
courts, with the supreme court, have 
decided my legislature to be the correct 
one.” 

“How, then, does the issuing of this 
order affect Butler’s and Corbin’s con- 
test for a seat in the United States 
senate ?”’ 

He said that was a question for the 
United States senate. Itat best, in the 
face of the president’s decision, could 
not do more order a new election. 
As the courts of South Carolina are now 
untrammeled by military authority, 
they would sustain the legal legislature 
and p criminally against the 
members ofa bogna legislature, a6 that 
a new election would practically result 
in the same thing, as, in all human 
probability, Butler would be again 
chosen. 

When asked about Chamberlain’s 
proposition for a compromise, which was 
submitted to him,he said,with a laugh, 
“That was a very queer plan to come 
from a lawyer. It starts out first with 
a vroposition to break the constitution, 
and ends ir another electoral commis- 
sion” Hampton said he has never 
entertained any plan of compromise 
during his stay here. He had simply 
waived them aside, feeling that his case 
was strong enough to stand on its 
merits alone, 

He was asked at this point, “What 
will become of Chamberlain? Will he 
be able to live in the state ?”’ 

Governor Hampton replied, “He 
will ; that is to say, there will not be a 
single case of persecution of any indi- 
vidual of any ciass, color on condition. 
I have pledged myself to the president 
and the country, and shall 
keep the pledge. Besides that 
there is no disposition in the state 
to persecute anyone. It is, however, 
our intention to investigate carefully 
the frauds by which the state has been 
robbed for years, and the men who are 
found guilty ofeconnection with them 
shall be prosecuted to the full extent 
of the law. This shall be done 
regardless of the party to which they 
may belong.” 

Gov. Hampton said he intended to 
thoroughly overhaul the affairs of the 
state government, and should only re- 
move men for cause. For instance, the 
warden of the penitentiary and the 
superintendent of the insane asylum 
at Columbia were appointed by Cham- 
berlain. Gov. Hampton found 
them to be good men, and he did not 
intend to remove them. He further 
said there was no longer in the 
state a strict drawing of 
party lines, but parties are united in 
their desire for good government, and 
no look for the mere success of party. 
In proof of this he cited the fact that 
Judge Willard, a northern man and a 
republican, who is at present an agso- 
ciate justice of the — court, will 
very likely be made chief justice, and 
this at the request of a majority of the 
white people of Sonth Carolina.

As far back as 1867, when General 
Hayes wes the republican candidate for 
governor of Ohio, opposing Senator Thurman: 
the democratic candidate, Hayes paid his re- 
spects in complimentary terms to the honesty 
and fairness of Gov. Hampton. In that canvass 
the question of negro suffrage was the agitating 
issue .hd upon it Hayes hada hard battle to 
fight. Inorderto conviace his party that it 
ought to adopt the measure he quotedin his 
speeches from the speeches of leading ‘‘rebe s’’ 
and southern journais, to show that they even 
regarded negro suffrage not unkindly and that 
they were willing tw do right by their former 
slaves. 

In his opentng speech at Lebanon, Ohio, oa 
the 5th of August, %67,General Hayes quoted 
with approval from Hampton's speeches. He 
said: 

‘In South Carolina Wade Hampton addressed 
a mixed assembly of whites and blecks, at Co- 
lumbia, in which he quoted from a former 
speech to hiaold soldiers: ihere is one other 
point upon which there should be no misunder- 
standing as to our patriotism—pno loop on 
which to hang a possible misconstruction of 
our views—and tnat is the abolition of slavery. 
Tne deed has been done and I, for 
one, do earnestly declare that ] 
never wish to see It revoked. Nordo l 
believe that the people of the south would now 
remand the negro to slavery if they ha‘ the pow- 
er to do ao, unquestioned. Under our paternal 
care froma mere handfull he grew :o be a 
‘mighty host. He cameto us a heathen—-we 
made bima Christian. Idle, vicious, savage ia 
his country. in ours he became industrious,gen- 
tle, civilized, As asiave he was faithful to us; 
as a freeman let us treat him aga friend. Deal 
with him justly, frankly, kindly,aod my word 
for it, he will reciprocate your kindness. If you 
wish to see him contented. industr.ous. useful, 
aid him in his efforts to elevate himself in the 
scale of civilization and thus fit him not only to 
enjoy the blessings of freedom,but to appreciate 
his duties.”’ 

‘After stating the provisions ef the ‘Military 
Bill’ as he (Hampton) callsthe Reconstruction 
law, he said to the colored people: ‘But suppose 
the bill is pronounced un titutional—how 
then? Ltell you what I am willingt o see done. 
Iam willing to give the right of suffrage to all 
who can read and who pay a certain amount of 
taxes, and I agree that this qualification shall 
bear ou white and  biack alike. 
You would have no right to compiain of alaw 
which would putyou on a perfect pulitical 
equality with the whites, and which would put 
within your reach and that of your children 
the privileges enjoyed by any class of citizens.’’ 

HAMPTON’S GREAT CONSISTENCY, 
in the lapse of years, and after the many 
changes politically of a decade, has doubtiess 
had much to do with leading Hayes to a right 
conclusion in the present matter. With his 
great solicitude for the safety and welfare of 
“the poor negro,’”’ he conld not, looking back 
at the admired position assumed by Hampton 
in 1867, and comparing it with his manly de- 
clarations of to-day. fail to recognize the hon- 
esty and chivalry of the man, and tofind it 
eafer to trust the colored man in the hands of 
Hampton than in those of mercenary carpet- 
baggers aifd public plunderers.

The most confirmed belief is that he bas gone 
to Naseau, or to some point on the Florida 
coast. There are some who believe he has hid- 
den away in some unfrequented part of Florida, 
awaiting results. ‘The pursuit is being kept up 
with unabated vigor. 

THE SWELLING RANKS OF CREDITORS.

‘A FRIEND OF MR, SHARP'S 
said to us on yesterday: ‘I suppose I am the 
Only manin Atlanta who is really sorry for 
George Sharp. I tell you, sir, that man has 
been in a perfect hell for the past seven years.He 
has not had one moment of quiet or happiness. 
It has been a continual struggle with him to 
keep his head above water. He has not had 
sufficient credit to carry him through, and has 
been obliged to borrow from street brokers. He 
has paid outa small fortune in interest; and 
that he would have to succomb at last, has 
always been clear to my mind, I do not believe 
he ever intentionally swindled any man, until 
this last scrape, when he seems to have become 
desperate Ido not believe that he intended 
TO SWINDLE HI8 CREDITORS 
when he left the city on Friday night. It is 
quite easy to see how, after getting on the train 
with the large stock of valuables in his posses- 
sion, and the dark and stormy future ahead of 
him in At'anta, he might have persuaded him- 
self to make a strike for relief by flight.”’
